NACARTHUR'S AIRMEN 
IN CEASELESS VIGIL 
AGAINST JAPANESE 


DESPERATE EFFORTS BE- 
ING MADE TO PREVENT 
JAP REINFORCEMENTS

HEADQUARTERS, Australia, Aug. 
17.—(^P)—General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur's airmen maintained cease- 
less vigil over the waters northeast 
of Australia to prevent Japanese 
reinforcements from reaching the 
Solomon Islands as the battle for 
control of vital bases there entered 
its llth day today. 


While United States 
marines 


were 
believed to be extending 


^bridgeheads already won In hard 
fighting In the Solomons, actual 
developments In that theater were 
hidden by official silence both here 
and In Washington. 


No reference to the situation was 


contained In the dally communique 
from 
MacArthur's 
headquarters, 


which was devoted to a brief re- 
port of a new Allied bombing on 
Japanese-occupied Timor and 
to 


continued patrol skirmishes in the 
Kokoda area of southeastern New 
Guinea, 60 miles from the Allied 
base at Port Moresby. 


There was evidence, however, of 


quiet confidence in Australian cir- 
cles, whose attitude was reflected 
by William Hughes, a member of 
the Pacific war council, In a speech 
at Sydney yesterday in which he 
acclaimed the Solomon Islands of- 
fenslfe as "a revelation 
of 
the 


strength of our ally, America." 


"It has been shown," he 
said, 


"that man for man the Japanese 
are not equal to the United States 
marines.' 


The Japanese radio continued to 
broadcast sweeping claims of vic- 
tory in the Solomons, which it fail- 
ed to reconcile with the admission 
that "the battle Is continuing be- 
tween our forces and 
American 


marines who have succeeded 
In 


landing." 
Relegating this fact to the back- 


ground, a Tokyo broadcast

VEIL OF SILENCE CONTINUES TO 
ENVELOP SOLOMON ISLANDS BUT 
PROGRESS INDICATED BY RUMORS

The progress of the Battle of 


the Solomon Islands remains an 
untold story as this daring Initial 
American offensive enters Its elev- 
enth day, though an unofficial re- 
port from 
General 
MacArthur's 


headquarters says our marines are 
believed to be extending bridge- 
heads won in- hard fighting—and 
that certainly sounds like the lea- 
thernecks. 


Washington is giving us what 


it can about this historic adven- 
ture, but It would be a great thlnf; 
for our country if communications 
p.nd other circumstances connect- 
ed with this Isolated action wcro 
tuch that we could have the tale 
red-hot as It unfolds. 
Some of It 


would be hard reading, for the Jap 
resistance has been fierce and I be- 
lieve we must be prepared to hear 
of very considerable casualties. 


Still, It would be a mighty build 


er of war morale In America If con- 
stant detailed dispatches from tho 
front could move us In spirit right 
out among our hoys on those tor- 
rid Cannibal Isles. Were the news 
good or bad, It would make us a 
part of the big nhow. 


Our trouble Is that we are so far 


removed from th« actual theaters 


of war that w« haven't yet got 
the "feel" of this world conflict 
upon which our very survival de- 
pends. 
Allied civilians who are 


close to the battle-fields, and 
IP 


many Instances become an actual 
part of the bloody turmoil, havo 
the acrid smell of powder In their 
r'ostrils and constantly rub shoul- 
ders with death. 
Tholr worry is 


not whether they are to be Incon- 
vonlenced by lack of gasoline fo- 
their cars, hut whether their flag 
and their own hearthu will como 
thiough this upheaval safely. 


It won't bo long now before 


we sail have the actualities of the 
war brought home to us, too, for 
our 
forces 
will 
be 
Increasingly 


engaged on many fronts. The ar- 
rival of that day will bring us sor- 
rows, hut It also will make our 
v/hole population a part of the 
fighting lines. 
That's the feeling 


which we need to have to get ahead 
with our Job. 


Meanwhile the fact that we havo 
taken the offensive In tho Solo- 
mons remains an event of vast Im 
portance—win, lose or draw. It'u 
even of greater Importance than 
the strategic value of those islands, 
for It Is an exhibition of the spirit 
of Initiative which Is essential 
if 


we are to win battles.
